4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The closest cited art— WO 00/66245 and Hofmann et al. (U.S. 6,224,75 1)— fail to anticipate 
or render obvious, alone or in any proper combination, the auxiliary means of counting and 
display (or the step of auxiliary counting and display) which are capable of counting the 
filtering cycles performed in a subsidiary period of said period to indicate an item of data 
representing the temporary efficiency of the cartridge during the subsidiary period — in 
combination with all the other limitations of claims 1 and 4. The aforementioned art also 
fails to teach a filtering jug including auxiliary means of counting capable of counting the 
filtering cycles performed in a subsidiary period of said period to indicate data representing 
the temporary efficiency of the cartridge during the subsidiary period — in combination with 
all the other limitations of claim 9. 

• The equivalent structure in the specification for the "means for counting and displaying. . ." of 
claim 1 is considered to be the electronic circuit 10 and associated display 1 1 and the "means 
for counting" of claim 9 is considered to be the electronic circuit 10 or equivalent structures 
thereof.
